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Death . From Les Gripkey in California comes the sad news of the death of Robert 
Ranftel , one of the "quiet men" of assassination research. Robert died in Berkeley, 
CA on January 29, 1992 while bicycling, an apparent heart attack victim. A native of 
Syracuse, NY, he was an advisor or consultant on such research projects as Lifton’s 
Best Evidence and Summers' Conspiracy as well as numerous TV documentaries. At one 
time he was Executive Director of AARC. His work was largely responsible for the 
discovery of the important Charles Bronson film. He will be missed. 
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
